Report of Superintendent of Schools. 


To THE SCHOOL BOARD OF JAFFREY: 


As I understand that the selectmen desire to reduce to as 
low a figure as posssible the cost of printing the annual town 
report, | am submitting herewith an abstract of my second 
annual report to you regarding school conditions (the ninth 
under district supervision.) 

In regard to the school work of the year 1916-1917 I have 
nothing to add to my report of last year further than to say 
that in a few instances the work did not quite reach my hopes 
expressed at the time of writing that report. 

This year we have been confronted with various adverse 
conditions as a result of teacher shortage caused by the war, 
sickness of teachers and the critical financial situation resulting 
from general increase in costs and the lengthening of the fiscal 
year by act of the legislature. 
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Generally speaking the work this year in the rural schools 
and the primary building has been good. The same may be 
said of the fifth and sixth grades in the high school building al- 
though they have suffered somewhat from the generally disor- 
ganized situation in the building as a whole. In the high school 
and junior high numerous changes in teachers as a result of 
sickness, and other factors, have operated to the detriment of 
the work. In fact, since the first month of the school year I 
have not at any time been satisfied with the conditions. 

My recommendations follow: That provision be made for 
a special room to provide for retarded pupils in the lower grades; 
that the present organization of the seventh and eighth grades 
be continued along the lines of the junior high school; that a 
very careful consideration be given the financial situation to the 
end that the best possible results be obtained without entailing 
a financial hardship upon the tax payers. (The above recom- 
mendations are treated in detail in my full report to the Board.)

Report of Supervisor of Music and Drawing 


Supr. O. H:; ToorHaKkeER: 


The work in‘music and drawing has been along the usual 
lines. Many lessons in drawing in the Junior High were lost 
on account of the illness and resignation of Miss Kingman. 
In music the eighth grade has worked with the High School 
chorus and has done other class work. To put these special 
subjects on a proper and satisfactory basis, I would recom- 
mend that some arrangement be made whereby the work may 
be reckoned a certain per cent. toward yearly promotion. 
Granted that there are always those who cannot sing or draw to 
any extent there is always the reading and technical work in 
the music and the neat careful work that can be done in 
drawing by every pupil. I understood that some arrangement _ 
of this nature was to be tried this year, but so far it has not 
been put into operation. 

Early in June the first four crades gave an entertainment 
which added $42.30 to the Victrola Fund. With this a Victrola 
was purchased for the wooden buildmg, the other having 
moved to the new building early in the year. With the remain- 
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der, records have been purchased for both buildings. There is 
now $11.50 to the credit of the Fund. 

In closing, | wish to thank School Board members,  teach- 
ers, and superintendent for their interest, and co-operation 
in the work.

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Report of School Nurse. 
To THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS: 

All the schools in town have been visited and each pupil has 
been inspected by the school nurse. | 

A survey of the general sanitary conditions of the schools 
shows that they are not all provided with the best sanitary 
devices. 

The district schools are far behind in many things and the 
common drinking cup had not been abolished, but I think I can 
say that the children, most of them farmers’ children, are physi- 
cally and mentally ahead of some of the children in the other 
‘schools. There are forty-six children in these four rural schools 
and of this number only one was found mentally defective. 
Poor teeth was the chief ailment, and since the examination, 
several pupils have visited the dentist. 

The early part of the year there were several cases of empitigo. 
These children weré excluded from the schools and received 
medical attention. 

In all the six lower grades in East Jaffrey village, the rooms 
are over-crowded. In two of the rooms there are not sufficient 
seats to accommodate all the pupils. 

In the fifth and sixth grades the children are normal. A few 
enlarged tonsils, poor teeth and several cases of pediculosis 
(head lice) were the most noticeable defects. But in the four — 
lowest grades the condition is much more serious. 

The larger portion of these children are of ‘foreign extraction, 
their parents work in the mills and are unable, or have not the 
time, to give to each individual pupil the attention that it needs. 
Consequently, we have in this building a considerable number 
of backward and defective children that are not able to keep 
up with the other scholars. This makes it very hard for the 
teachers and really is a detriment to the whole school. 

If the first grade could be divided so that each pupil could 
receive more attention than the teacher is now able to give, it 
would make a great difference in the results as a good start Is 
the solution of the whole problem. 

There are over fifty pupils in this building eat have to bring 
cold lunches. It was decided that hot lunches could be served 
to these children at noon for a few cents. This was started after 
Christmas and has proved quite popular. This work has been 
under the direction of Miss Costello and the school nurse. 

The same work has also been undertaken in the high school 
building under the direction of some of the teachers and the 
domestic acts class of the high school.

March 13, 1917. 


Officers elected: Town Clerk, John G. Townsend; first select- 
man, Russel B. Henchman; second selectman, Edward C. Boyn- 
ton; third selectman, William F. Coolidge; treasurer, John G.

Committee con- 
sists of Charles L. Rich, Peter N. Proctor and George P. Welling- 
ton. 

Voted to accept and. adopt the reports as printed, with amend- 
ments suggested by the selectmen, to their estimate of appro- 
priations. 

Voted to adopt the following resolution: 

The citizens of Jaffrey, in town meeting assembled, hereby 
affirm their loyal adherance to all the principals of freedom 
fundamental to the existence of the United States. 

They declare their approval of the course of the President in 
all his efforts to prevent the United States becoming involved 
in the European war, and their hope that such efforts may con- 
tinue to be successful. 

They urge upon him and all representatives of the people the 
speedy prosecution of every measure calculated to strengthen 
the entire nation to guard its own rights and the rights of hu- 
manity against unwarranted aggression, and to establish justice 
and peace between man and nations and in carrying out such 
measures they pledge the Chief Executive and Congress their 
hearty support. 

Voted to pass over Article 4. (Liquor Agent). 

Voted to instruct the selectmen to borrow in anticipation of 
taxes. 

Voted, that the selectmen be instructed to apply for highway 
state aid and that the town raise and appropriate the sum neces- 
sary for the same. 
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Voted to put certain portions of the Contoocook Valley Road 
under the state patrol system. 


Voted that the firemen be paid the same as last year, and be 
allowed ten practice meetings with pay as usual. 


Voted, that the Selectmen and Chief of Police be instructed 
to enforce the laws relating to the use of explosives and firearms 
on the streets and public places of this town on July 4, 1917, 
provided however that the reasonable ringing of bells be allowed 
during the morning of that day, with the permission of the 
owners of the bells. 


Voted, that the Moderator appoint a committee of three to 
arrange and have in charge a suitable celebration July 4, that 
the money remaining from last year’s celebration, the income 
of the Emory fund for one year be appropriated, and one hun- 
dred dollars be raised and appropriated for said celebration, 
and the committee report their doings to the next annual meet- 
ing. Committee appointed: Geo. J. Cournoyer, George H. 
Duncan and Merrill G. Symonds. 


Voted, that $150.00 be raised and appropriated and paid the 
E. Jaffrey band for a series of band concerts, that not less than 
two concerts be given at Jaffrey Center between July 1 and 
Sept. 1. 


Voted, that the Library building and contents be adequately 
insured and a sufficient sum appropriated therefor. 


Under Article 13 no action was taken. (Electric contract.) 


Voted, to raise and appropriate $200.00 for the repair of ash 
and gravel sidewalks. 

Voted to raise and appropriate $500.00 to aid in the support 
of the Jaffrey Nursing association. 

Voted to accept the sum of $100.00 in trust for care of G. A. . 
Underwood cemetery lot in the old cemetery at the center, pro- 
vided said sum be placed in the Cemetery fund.
